How language for claims 9 
and 13 might be amended to better define over Cahuzac were discussed, but no specific agreement was reached, The 
dependency of claims 3, 6-8 was also discussed. The examiner stated that the obvious typo in claims 3,6-8 of these 
claims depending on canceled claim 2 instead of claim 1 should be corrected.. The examiner suggested in claim 9 
changing "defined" to -determined-- and in claim 13 changing "trimming the first ..." to -starting with the first CAD 
native geometric shape and then trimming the first CAD native geometric shape to create the second CAD native 
geometric shape- might better define over Cahuzac.The examiner noted that the proposed changes to claims 9 and 
13 might require further consideration or searching. 
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
